Report  of  Trustees  of  George  Holmes  Bixby  Memorial 

Library 

During  the  past  two  years  the  Library  has  undertaken  two  main 
projects.  Last  year  a  large  sum  of  money  was  spent  to  restore 
the  building  itself.  This  year  the  rest  of  the  accumulated  interest 
of  the  Mary  Manning  Fund  has  been  spent  or  allocated  to  rebuild 
the  number  and  quality  of  the  books.  Under  the  conditions  of 
spending  the  accumulated  interest  the  Library  has  become  eligible 
to  receive  State  Aid  from  the  Public  Library  Commission.  The 
forty-one  dollars  in  books  in  aid  is  considerably  above  the  addi- 
tional interest  previously  received. 

An  experiment  with  a  story  hour  for  children  was  carried  out 
for  a  while,  and  though  temporarily  discontinued,  is  to  be  worked 
with  again.  Two  other  services  to  children  have  been  the  placing 
of  all  children's  books  in  a  room  by  themselves  and  the  opening  of 
the  library  for  an  hour  on  Tuesday  during  the  school  year. 

In  purchasing  new  books  the  Library  first  concentrated  on  the 
improvement  of  the  books  used  by  the  children  in  the  schools.  The 
effort  now  is  being  made  to  furnish  a  good  foundation  of  the  stand- 
ard books  for  a  library  and  then  branch  into  an  improvement  of 
new  fiction,  biography,  and  travel. 

Other  improvements  in  service  are  being  studied  and  will  be 
put  in  as  rapidly  as  we  can  adapt  them  to  the  use  of  this  Library. 
We  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have  given  freely  to  the  Library 
in  the  past  year.  And  we  wish  to  point  out  that  our  efforts  are  to 
supply  a  library  which  is  of  use  to  those  in  school,  to  those  who 
desire  to  continue  their  education,  and  for  those  who  wish  to  use 
their  leisure  time  in  a  pleasant  and  constructive  way.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 


To  THE  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Francestown: 

I  respectfully  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools. 

Supervision 

While  a  considerable  portion  of  a  superintendent's  time  is  occu- 
pied with  administrative  duties,  his  chief  function  is  in  the  field 
of  supervising  the  work  of  teachers  and  pupils.  Supervision  is 
accomplished  in  a  variety  of  ways.  By  observation  of  the  activi- 
ties carried  on  in  the  school  room  during  visits  one  gets  a  very  good 
general  impression  of  the  standards  of  instruction  and  of  the  atti- 
tudes of  the  pupils  toward  the  learning  situation.  The  rate  of 
progress  in  each  grade  and  subject  is  checked  by  comparison  of 
periodical  reports  from  the  teachers  with  certain  standards  of 
progress.  The  proficiency  of  the  pupils  in  the  skills  they  are  ac- 
quiring and  in  the  specific  knowledge  they  are  gaining  is  gauged 
by  a  series  of  standardized  tests  such  as  was  outlined  in  the  annual 
report  a  year  ago.  Another  helpful  source  of  information  is  con- 
tact with  parents;  constructive  criticism  from  this  source  is  always 
welcome,  and  without  it  one  is  apt  to  lose  much  of  the  personal 
and  human  element  that  should  always  be  a  guiding  factor  in 
supervision. 

Teachers  and  Salaries 

For  the  past  several  years  it  has  been  common  knowledge  that 
many  qualified  teachers  were  unemployed.  This  is  still  true  in  the 
high  school  field,  except  in  Commercial  and  Domestic  Arts  sub- 
jects, but  the  surplus  of  qualified  teachers  for  the  upper  grades 
has  very  nearly  disappeared,  and  there  is  at  the  present  time  an 
actual  scarcity  of  primary  grade  teachers.  At  a  recent  conference 
of  superintendents  the  President  of  one  of  the  Normal  Schools 
made  a  strong  plea  for  us  to  send  to  the  normal  schools  a  larger 
number  of  students  to  be  trained  for  teaching. 

During  the  depression  salaries  in  general  decreased  and  reached 
their  lowest  point  a  year  ago.  Partial  restoration  of  the  reduc- 
tions has  been  made  in  a  large  number  of  towns  and  cities  this 
year,  so  that  the  average  salaries  are  somewhat  higher  and  the 
trend  is  toward  further  increases.  This  trend  will  of  course  be 
greater  as  the  surplus  of  teachers  diminishes  and  disappears. 

Cost  of  Textbooks 

The  question  is  sometimes  asked  why  the  cost  of  textbooks  runs 

so  high  each  year.     I  have  attempted  an  analysis  of  this  cost. 

Each  child  requires  from  ten  to  fourteen  different  books  in  his 

progress  through  each  grade,  a  total  of  92  for  the  eight  grades. 
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The  cost  of  these  is  approximately  $66,  or  an  average  of  $8.25  per 
grade.  These  books  wear  out  or  become  obsolete  in  from  four  to 
ten  years,  and  the  replacement  cost  on  this  basis  is  estimated  at 
$1.40  per  pupil  each  year.  Francestown  has  approximately  50 
pupils  in  grades  one  to  eight,  so  that  the  textbook  replacement 
would  amount  to  $70  a  year.  The  average  actual  expenditure 
per  pupil  last  year  in  New  Hampshire  was  $1.19.  In  Francestown 
the  average  actual  expenditure  for  textbooks  in  the  past  four  years 
has  been  $1.35  per  pupil.  Each  year  a  careful  estimate  is  made  of 
the  needs  for  the  coming  year,  based  upon  the  probable  number 
of  pupils  in  each  grade  and  the  condition  of  the  books  on  hand. 
Many  more  textbooks  are  needed  than  we  should  try  to  provide 
the  coming  year,  since  the  cost  would  approach  $175.  We  have 
given  $85  as  an  estimate  reserving  the  remainder  for  the  succeed- 
ing year. 

Health  Program 
See  report  of  School  Nurse  following  this  report. 

Repairs  and  Improvements 
The  Primary  Room  was  much  improved  last  summer  by  putting 
up  a  new  blackboard  at  the  front  of  the  room,  moving  the  heater, 
and  painting  the  partition.  The  Grammar  Room  should  be  com- 
pletely redecorated  and  provided  with  new  window  shades  this 
coming  summer.  These  improvements  are  comparatively  inex- 
pensive. I  should  not  care  to  recommend  any  major  improve- 
ments, for  the  great  need  in  school  facilities  in  Francestown  is  a 
modern  building. 

Budget  for  1936-1937 

The  Budget  presented  for  next  year  shows  total  proposed  ex- 
penditures of  nearly  $400  less  than  last  year's  budget,  but  approxi- 
mately the  same  amount  as  the  current  year's  actual  expenditures. 
Reductions  of  nearly  $600  in  estimated  High  School  Tuition  and 
$100  in  estimated  cost  of  Transportation  are  partly  offset  by  addi- 
tions of  $250  for  Teachers'  Salaries  including  a  Music  Teacher, 
$20  for  Other  Expenses  of  Instruction,  and  $50  for  Insurance. 

We  shall  have  a  substantial  balance  at  the  end  of  the  current 
year,  so  that  $500  can  be  applied  to  a  reduction  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  next  year. 

State  Aid 
It  was  pointed  out  in  the  Superintendent's  Report  last  year 
that  the  district  owed  the  state  an  accumulated  balance  of  $606.55 
of  unexpended  State  Aid  money.  Last  year's  budget  was  approved 
for  an  allotment  of  $513.81,  to  apply  on  the  current  year's  expenses, 
and  you  accepted  and  received  that  sum  instead  of  applying  it  to

a  reduction  of  the  balance  due  the  state.  This  accounts  very 
largely  for  the  large  cash  balance  we  shall  have  at  the  close  of  the 
current  year. 

The  approval  of  the  budget  for  the  current  year  carries  with  it 
an  allotment  of  $507.73,  but  the  State  Board  has  deducted  from 
that  one-half  of  the  balance  due  the  State  Board  (which  has  been 
increased  by  adjustment  of  last  year's  account  to  $699.86)  so  that 
Francestown  will  receive  $157.80  in  State  Aid  next  December.

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SCHOOL  NURSE'S  REPORT 

The  routine  inspection  of  each  pupil's  scalp,  teeth,  throat,  skin, 
posture  and  general  hygiene  began  with  the  opening  of  the  school 
year.  The  general  appearance  of  the  children  does  not  indicate 
suffering  for  lack  of  food.  There  are  always  a  few  who  need 
special  food.  The  hot  lunch  furnished  by  the  ladies  of  the  com- 
munity has  been  most  successful.  The  Growth  and  Weight  Chart 
with  the  periodic  weighing  and  measuring  furnishes  a  strong  de- 
sire to  practice  rules  which  are  simple  but  most  important  for 
health  and  normal  growth. 

A  very  successful  dental  clinic  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Grimes  in 
November.  The  pupils  who  took  advantage  of  this  opportunity 
received  100  per  cent  dental  certificates. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Board  and  local  officials  for  their 
splendid  cooperation.
